Flag Display Voted 


The Senate has passed and sent 
to the White House a bill to per¬ 
mit the United States flag to lie 
flown 24 hours eiu-h day on the 
green in Lexington, Mass.—the 
site of the first confrontation of 
the Minutemen with the British 
in the Revolutionary War. 

Previously, Congress has au¬ 
thorized nighttime display of the 
flag in only five locations — the 
Capitol, the White House, Fort 
McHenry, Betsy Ross’s home, and 
the marine Iwo Jima memorial.

Soon after the Revolutionary War, when Agawam was a single 
precinct with two villages, five schools and one church, a printing 
•press was established in Springfield, and newspapers were delivered 
to subscribers by the post rider and the stage coach. A paper three 
days old was still considered news. 

News gathering was slow and editors often depended on re¬ 
prints about foreign countries, religion and temperance to fill then- 
pages. The first trains, 1841, not only speeded delivery to outlying 
towns, they brought back all sorts of news items, collected by the 
train crew up and down the line. 

The Hampshire Federalist printed, under its heading, a state¬ 
ment of principle;—“What T know to be true, that T will declare— 
and what I feel it to be my duty to represent, that I will have the 
boldness to publish.” 

A few local items were finding their way into the Federalist in 
1807, where on January 7th the subscribers read;—“On Friday last, 
the mail stage, in attempting to pass the Connecticut River on the 
ice, about a mile below the bridge, broke through. As the sleigh as 
well as the horses were plunged in six feet of water, it may be con¬ 
sidered a happy circumstance that there were but three paassengers 
in it. They escaped their danger by jumping on the ice. Had the 
stage been crowded, as is often the case, it would have been hardly 
possible for those seated in the back part of it to have saved their 
lives. The horses and sleigh were got out without injury, though 
.not without great difficulty and risk.” 

Though short on local news, the Federalist in 1807, carried many 
local ads. Byers and Bliss, merchants, list for sale a variety of 
cloth. “Swanskin, Raise, Shaloon, Irish Linen etc.; also St. Croix 
Rum, French Brandy, Holland Gin, Lisbon and Malaga Wine.” 

The Federalist, itsell, is advertising for rags for making paper. 
The Post Master gives a list of letters', uncalled for. Moiison Acad¬ 
emy advertises for pupils from abroad. Thomas Sargeant’s ad is for 
Watches. Military Feathers. Sword Knots, Epaulets and Tassels. 
Justin Ely of West Springfield, has goose feathers to sell. 

E. Grant of Westfield advertises his Cabinet Making Shop. Root 
Brewster are selling garden seeds. A. & P. Bartlett offer guns, 
muskets by chest, dozen or single. Roswell-Lombard wants to buy 
mink and cat skins, black, brindle or gray. 

There are "apprentice wanted” ads and a reward offered for 
the return of a runaway apprentice described as “17 years old, black 
eyes, dark hair, and very bold and saucy.” 

A general store sells among other things “Lump and Brown 
Sugar, Tea, Coffee, Tobacco, Powder, Shot, Pickled Salmon, 4, 8, and 
10 penny nails etc.” 

There were articles about Napoleon Bonaparte, the American 
legation in Paris, and on the depredations of Indians in the Far 
(middle) West. Even though the news might be days old, it was 
eagerly read and discussed, all the way down ti the very last word.

5. Report changes of address 
promptly. 

6. Keep your list of insurance 
beneficiaries up to date. 

To dependents or beneficiaries 
of veterans— 

1. When writing regarding 
pension or compensation checks, 
give the name of the deceased 
veteran and his “XC” number. 

2. When writing regarding in¬ 
surance. give the policy number 
and your name in full. 

3. Report change of address 
promptly. 


TOO LATE? NEVER! 

If your fall plans Include fish¬ 
ing in the Everglades or off 
Balboa, you are probably not too 
concerned about the fishing 
problems the "back home” folks 
must face this time of year. 

This is a confused period for 
most stay-at-home anglers across 
•the land. The steelhead run 
hasn’t begun; solid ice is still 
some time away; and hunting 
has entered the outdoor picture. 

As a general rule, fishing’s 
good in most places, stress the 
experts at Mercury outboards. In 
fact, they add, in many spots it’s 
better now than any other period 
of the"year. 

To capitalize on autumn’s fish¬ 
ing bonanza, all one must do is 
don warm togs, ignore a football 
game on TV, and hustle off to the 
nearest waters. 

Weather will play a dominant 
role in both comfort and fishing 
.success. Keep an ear tuned to 
forecasts. A high barometer and 
fair conditions indicate good re¬ 
sults, while an approaching cold 
front usually signals problems. 
The key right now is air 
'temperature arid clouds that ob¬ 
scure the sun and, consequently, 
lower water temperature. As 
long as the water is favorable to 
fish activity, you can expect 
action. 

The presence of natural baits 
is another indicator of results, 
regardless of their abundance. 
In areas where frogs are still 
hopping in the shallows you can 
reasonably be assured of strikes. 

Incidentally, latch on to any 
terrestrial creatures you might 
chance across. If they are good 
fish bait in any season, they're 
at a premium now. 

Late fall should not discourage 
the angler, say the Mercury 
people. Just "git up 'n go.” 

But, they admonish, be sure 
the season’s still open for the 
species vou seek.

Does the new law help 
me? 

A. No. You can get disability 
benefits only if you are unable to 
work because of your disability. 

Q. My claim for disaiililv bene¬ 
fits was disallowed aec'usse • 
could return to work after treat¬ 
ment. I have now been unable to 
work for over a year. Should I 
lefile? 

A. Yes. You may receive bene¬ 
fits if you have been disabled at 
least 12 months. 

Q. I am over 65 and still work 
full-time so I have never applied 
for social security retirement 
benefits. Do I need to do anything 
to qualify for the hospital insur¬ 
ance benefits? 

A. Yes. You should apply for 
your social security benefits now. 
When you apply-, you establish 
your eligibility for hospital in¬ 
surance benefits. 

Q. If I lake reduced widow’s 
benefits at age 60, will it be in¬ 
creased to the full rate when I 
reach 62? 

A. No. The amount of your 
benefit "ill remain the same, un¬ 
less you did not receive benefits 
for all months before you are 62. 
In this case, your benefit will be 
adjusted at 62 to take these 
months into account.

Christmas Mail Lesson In War Of 1812 

The Post Office Department lias come a long way since 1815 
when 2.060 men were injured or died in New Orleans because it took 
months to get a high priority message from Belgium to New Or¬ 
leans, Acting Postmaster Robert R. DeForgc said. 

Two or three-day delivery is standard practice for such a letter 
today. 

“However, if people held the vast volume of Christmas mail 
until the last moment, even a high priority letter could be bogged 
down in the mail avalanche,” the Postmaster said. 

The 1812 incident was the Battle of New Orleans. General 
Andrew Jackson’s forces defeated a British army on January 8, more 
than two weeks after a peace treaty had been signed ending the War 
of 1812. The message wasn’t delivered until March 6. 

“While the late delivery of Christmas mail may not be as tragic,” 
the Agawam Postmaster said, “much of the joy of Christmas would 
be lost.” 

“About seven billion pieces of mail will be delivered nationally 
during the Christmas peak season. To make sure it gets to the 
proper destinations in time, everyone should plan to mail as far in 
advance as possible. Mail as early as possible and not save all gifts 
and greetings for one deposit. 

“In other words, mail early and often.” 

It took 19 days of hard riding for the courier from Washington 
to reach General Jackson. Unfortunately, he could only give a ver¬ 
bal account of the signing of the peace treaty. In the hurry to de¬ 
part, he had been given the wrong packet of papers. The only writ¬ 
ten support of his report was the order he carried, signed by- the 
Postmaster General, directing postal employees along the way to 
give the courier assistance in delivering the important message. 

Postmaster DeForge said there is a parallel for Christmas mail. 

“Mailers should double check the addresses against the items 
they are sending. Every year stories are told of envelopes or pack¬ 
ages being mailed with no address, or illegible addresses. Some¬ 
times people even inadvertently mail packages before they are 
wrapped ” 

The Postmaster urged that ZIP Code be used in all mail—in both 
return and destination addresses.

Q. My father is 80 years old. 
He was turned down for social 
security benefits because he had 
not worked long enough to quali¬ 
fy. Will flu* new law help him? 

A. It may. Since he is over 76, 
lie now needs only 3 quarters of 
coverage to qualify, instead of 6. 

Q. I applied for retirement 
benefits the year before last when 
I reached 65. I was told I didn’t 
have enough work credits. Can I 
qualify now? 

A. No. Since you reached re¬ 
tirement age in 1963, you needed 
credit for 3 years of work to be 
insured. Under the new law, you 


still need the same amount. The 
number of work credits needed 
was reduced only for those work¬ 
ers who reached retirement age 
prior to 1957. 

Q. I read that the amount of 
earnings a person could have and 
still get all of his social security 
benefits has been raised from 
$1200 to $1500. Is this so? 

A. Yes. However, it is not ef¬ 
fective until 1966. You can earn 
up to $1200 in 1965 and still get 
all benefits for the year. 

Q. I understand that the new 
law enables a person to get 
monthly benefits even thougii he 
has never worked under so ial 
security. How do Y get my bene¬ 
fits statted? 

A. You can’t get monthly bene¬ 
fits unless you have worked un¬ 
der social security or qualify as a 
dependent on the earnings record 
of another. However, you can get 
hospital insurance benefits at o5, 
if you will he 65 before 1968, 
even if you have never worked 
under social security. 

Q. I was turned down fast yeas 
for disability benefits. I was dis¬ 
abled in 1963. Does the new law 
ichange the work requirement? 

A. No. Except for those who be¬ 
come blind before they are 31, 
there is no change in the work 
requirements. 

Q. My claim was disallowed be¬ 
cause my disability was not sev¬ 
ere enough to keep me from doing
